In plain 
language, Capt. Jacob waa argumentative and 
eloquent, and for one so inexperienced in tlie 
arduous lahors of public speaking, he acquitted 
himself with great eclat, and proved himself

Sel- 
by’s speech, we cannot give auy correct idea.— 
lfe commenced by holdiug up the Constitution 
of tlie United States, and explained its purport 
and meaning, then gave us one of tlie most glo- 
rious bursts of eloqueuce, upop the patriotism 
nnd heroism of the Fathers of this Republic, 
that it has ever bfr?n our good fortune to have 
listened *o. lie then launched forth into t he 
broad arena of the political questions of the day, 
dissecting Douglasism, Liqcoioism, and used 
up the Charleston Convention— ditto the Bal- 
timore Convention— paid a most beautiful and 
just tribute to |he memory oi Henry Clay and 
Gen. Taylor— gave a lucid and satisfactory 

history of the gallant standard hearers of the 
National Democratic flag, John C. Breckinridge 
and Gen. Joe Lane, and closed with an eloquent 
appeal to the intelligence aud patriotism of the 
people iu behalf of said candidates.

Aciofft clamors about the 
Union and against disunionists. 

We ask attention to one further (act. The 
jlrtf document, and the most important one, 
relied upon by the “Patriot” writer to prove the 
existence of the alleged plot, Is a letter whkrh, 
it is charged, was addressed to Governors of 
Southern States, by Ooverno^VlsE, oMfrr- 
ginia, in September, UytV “with thevjcw of 
^iMisuljH upon measures to prevent the in- 
auguration Fremont, in the event of 
liia election.” This letter, it is claimed, 
iras addressed to the Governors of eleven 
States, whose names arc given, aud who 
*re thus identified with the movement of 
Gov. Wise. The Governor of Kentucky is not in- 
cluded in the list. What replies wero given, 
whether the proposed conference was held, and 
if so how many were present, and what was 
done, we arc not informed. But the obvious 
import of the article is to counect each of those 
to whom the letter was addressed with the 
scheme, if any there was, to the full extent. It 
matters not, as far as the present inquiry is con- 
cerned, whether the letter was really written or 
not; it is ihe Jlrst and strongest proof given of the 
conspiracy they are trying to fasten upon the 
bravest ancl best men in the Union. If it proves 
auything, wc shall soon see who are implicated; 
if it proves nothing, theu away goes the charge 
of disunion. We give the letter, with the per- 
sons to whom it was sent, from the article in 
question: 

Richmond, Va., 8ept. 15, 1850. 
Dear Sir: Events are approaching which ad- 
dress themselves to your responsibilities, and 
to mine, as Chief Executives of slaveholding 
{States. Contingencies may soon happen which 
would require preparation for the worst of evils 
to the people. Ought wo not to admonish our- 
selves by joint counsel of the extraordinary 
duties which may devolve upon us from the 
dangers which so palpably threaten our com- 
mon peace and safety ? W hen, how, or to what 
extent may wc act, separately or unitedly, to 
w ard off dangers if we can, to meet them most 
effectually, if we must? 

I propose that, as early as convenient, the 
Governors of Maryland,! Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Tennessee, shall assemble at Raleigh, North 
Carolina, fur the purpose generally of consulta- 
tion upon the state oi the couutry, upon the 
best means of preserving its peacc 2 and espe- 
cially of protecting the honor aud mterests of 
the slaveholding Slates. 1 have addressed the 
States only having Democratic Executives, for 
obvious reasons. 

This should be done as early as possible be- 
fore the Presidential election, and 1 would sug- 
gest Monday, 13th of October next. Will yon 
please give me an early answer, and oblige 
yours, most truly and respectfully,

In giving these facts to the public, the 
New Orleans Courier odds: 

We have been rather minute in these details, 
merely for the purpose of showing how fairly 
aud promptly Major Breckinridge availed him-

Letter from Grayson County. 

Litchfield, Grayson co.. Ky., I 
July 25th, 1860. ) 

Editors Louisville Courier: Monday last was a 
great day here for Breckinridge aud Lane. It 
was County Court day, aud there w as a very 
large coming together of the people from that 
and other considerations. It was generally un- 
derstood that W. B. Hayward,, who was ap- 
pointed assistant elector for this district ou the 
9th of January, 1800, but who is now 011c of the 
warmest Douglas Squatter Sovereignty advo- 
cates to be found anywhere, and L. Green, our 
delegate to ihe Charleston Convention, were to 
address the people on that day.

Letter from Mason County. 

Maysville, August 4, 1860. 

Editors Louisville Courier: The Democratic 
demonstration in Mason couuty on the 2d inst., 
in behalf of Breckinridge and Lane, was a per- 
fect success iu every aspect of it. The weatner, 
though somewhat warm, was not oppressive, 
and at an early hour the ground chosen lor the 
scene of the pic-nic, was alive with thousands ol 
ladies and gentlemen of this and the neighbor- 
ing counties. A more exhilarating sight could 
hardly be iiuagiucd. A forest of trees in their 
richest foliage, and the ground carpeted with a 
close turfol clean blue grass; casks of iced wa- 
ter ail about; comfortable scats around the 
speakers’ platform; hundreds of vehicles also 
affording seats, retirement aud rest; an immense 
turn-out of ladies, stately matr ms and lovely 
maidens; the most bountiful dinners of choicest 
viands over spread on the green; the inspiriting 
strains ol music by the Maysvillc Brass Baud, 
the admirable order presen ed throughout, not 
an iutoxicated person being seen or an unpleas- 
ant incident occurring; the cordial hospitality 
so liberally extended and so heartily enjoyed; 
the delightful social good feeling that prevailed 
even among political opponents; the immense 
crowd; the number and extraordinary ability 
and eloquence of the orators; the sigual effect 
of the speeches, and the irrepressible enthusi- 
asm of tbe audience; all these circumstances 
went to make up the happiest political assem- 
blage that ever met iu this quarter ol the Slate. 

T fie assemblage was called to order by Col. T. 
B. 8tcveuson, on whose motion thcliou. R. II. 
Stanton w as chosen President of the day. A list 
ol Vice Presidents and Secretaries, whose names 
I cannot recall, was next named, and then the 
orators were successfully introduced First: 
J. B. Beck, Esq., who uttered a masterly argu- 
ment demonstrating the irregularity of the nom- 
ination ot Douglas, and the utter iuadmissabili- 
ty of his recognition as the Democrat ie standard 
bearer, lie also exposed with tremendous pow 
er the palpable fallacy of Squatter Sovereignty, 
and vindicated with triumphant success the true 
Democratic doctrine as expounded in the Dreu 
Scott opiuion. His heavy shots into the Black 
Republican camp, and his merciless review of 
the record aud position of John Bell, were never 
sur] assed as efforts of manly but. just and fair 
political warfare.

When I lost my father, I found myself to be a 
destitute woman, without any one resource by 
which I could reasonably hope to get a living.— 
Mine was no uncommon ease, I had no more 
claim on the sympathies of tho world at large 
than the hundreds of women— I might, without 
much fear of being charged with exaggeration, 
sav thousands— who arc simlhi ly situated when 
their llrst youth is past, alter being accustomed 
to the comforts of life, and many of its luxuries. 

I do not know what would have become ot me, it 
n worthy doctor, who had attended my lather iu 
Ids last illness, had not advised with me, and 
Anally — alter encomiums on my skill in the sick 
room of my Inst parent— proposed that I should 
accept the situation of uurse in oue of the wards 
of Hospital.

On the present occasion, she received me with 
a kindly smile and an outstretched hand. 

“My dear Miss Beaumont,” she said, 4t I con- 
gratulate you on the high opinion our good Doc- 
tor has of you. I wish,” she added with a 

Bi^h, “all our nurses had your intelligence and 
admirable qualities; but how are these to be ex- 
pected from the class of persons who usually 
adopt, nursing as a means of livelihood? Illiter- 
ate and low in their habits, their duties become

finement and tact, no less than professional 
skill and intelligence.

We have been politely furnished witli the fol- 
lowing authentic letter from a gentleman in 
Texas: 

Bikdville, Texas, July 20, I860. 
Dear Brother: Siuce my letter to you 

ou yesterday, 1 learn that the blackmail I 
spoke of committing the rape, has been 
run off South by his master, for sale. The great- 
est indignation prevails against his master, and 
it will require an armed force to save his file. — 
Several arrests have becu made. No persons, 
except the three I named on yesterday, have 
been hung. Armed bands of men have made 
their appearance on our borders, but since the 
dcvolopmcnts ol the last few days, they are dis- 
persing. 

Some of the negroes have confessed that they 
were to be assisted by 600 armed men from Kan- 
sas, under the command of a man named Me- 
Kinsey, who was expelled from our midst hist 
fall, and strung circumstances would go to con- 
firm it.

P. S. We are in the midst of the most in- 
tense excitement; we have just discovered a 
wide-spread conspiracy amongst the negroes to 
murder the entire population, which was to 
have taken place on the day of our election. — 

It was instigated by white men from the North. 
The plot was first discovered through some 
negroes who relented, and told their masters 
of the impending danger. The plan was to lire 
aud burn all the lowus throughout the 
State, aud utterly ruin the country; and 
then to raise an insurrection and murder 
the white inhabitants, aud in pursuance of 
this plan twenty-five or thirty towus iu the 
north-west portions of Texas, whs set ou fire on 
Sunday before last, and five or six entirely con- 
sumed. Among them is Dallas, thirty miles 
from here; Demon, twenty-five miles distant; 
Fort Belknap, one hundred miles; Pilot Point, 
MilwoWd, and many others that I cannot just 
now call remind. We have discovered in the 
possession of several noted Black Republicans, 
boxes of .Sharp’s ritles, Colt’s pistols, aud from 
letters found with them, we learn that 
several boxes are enroute to this place, and 
other points, with wMft to arm the slaves. I 
just learn that the Citizen* Committee has hung 
two in- a in Dallas countj^and on day before 
yesterday a man by the nm nggf Crawford, from 
Minnesota, was hung iu Fort Worth, in this 
county. They found imhis house tw<hity-five 
Sharp’s rifles, twelve jolt’s pistols, fifteen mus- 
kets, and eight common rifles, and a bill of j 
twenty-four Colt's Navy sixes, and forty-eight 
Sharp’s rifles, which had been forwarded to him 
from a house in Boston, and which had not yet 
arrived. They also found documentary evi- 
dence, showing a widespread conspiracy, im- 
plicating promuiuent Republicans at the North; 
and while I write, three more persons are un- 
dergoing an examination before the citizens’ 
committee in our neighboring city. A call ap- 
peared this morning fur a public meeting in our 
town this evening, (tod only knows whnt 
is to be the result, but I do hope 
every Abolition emissary inaj' be caught 
and made to suffer the just penalty 
of his crimes in death.

marked by moderation and justice. I have just 
learned that a white woman was shot by a slave, 
twelve miles south of this place, and afterwards 
was ravished. The negro, I presume, was 
burned at the stake ou that night. I w ill write 
soon.

The Last Meteor. 

Near Georgetown Ky., August 3, I860. 

Editors Louisville Courier: I write to inform 
you of a remarkable meteor, which it was uiy 
fortune to witness here last night. It was, 
in some respects, similar to that seen in the 
Eastern States on the night of Friday, 
July 20. 1 was sitting with a friend at au 
open window looking to the south, aud, by a 
fortunate accident, had my eye directed to t’tic 
cast part of the heavens nt which the meteor 
iirst made it appearance. The moon w r as shin- 
ing brightly and there was a light fleecy cloud 
at the point of beginning. It started from a 
position in the heavens almost due south about 
thirty degrees above the horizon, and took a 
course from east to west w ith a dip of about 
four degrees, occupying in its passage about 
lorty degrees. At first it was small like a com- 
mon shooting star, but gradually increased in 
size until w hen it had advanced about thirty-five 
degrees in its course it had attained its greatest 
magnitude, w hen it shone out more brilliant- 
ly, aud almost as large as the moon. It retain- 
ed its magnitude through the remuinderof its 
course uutil just before disappearing it tapered off 
suddenly and was lost to sight. Its course was 
rapid and did not occupy more than half a min- 
ute. Upon examining my watch immediately, 

I found it w'as thirteen minutes past ten o’clock. 

As tills is an unusual phenomouon, and was, 
doubtless, visible over a large extent of coun- 
try, it would be interesting to science to ascer- 
tain all the facts in regard to its appearance in 
different localities, i, therefore, suggest that 
persons w ho had the fortune to witness it com- 
municate to your paper the result of their ob- 
servations.

The Meteor. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Aug. 3, I860. 

Union and American: We had, on last 
Thursday night, and about 10 o’clock, the most 
sublime and magnificent meteoric display ever 
witnessed in this region. It was truly grand. — 
Its course, so for as we could determine, was 
north-east to south-west. Its march was rapid, 
and its approach to the earth, seemingly very 
close. The main body of it was about two-thirds 
the size of the moon, with a long fiery tail. The 
light emitted by it was intensely vivid, making 
objects as visible as under the mid-day sun. Ifs 
flight was evanescent, disappearing in the space 
01 only about two or three minutes, followed 
immediately afterwards by a loud, rumbling 
explosion, prounsing quite a sensible shock, 
much similar to that of an earthquake. 

For the beuefit of seientifle men, wc will say 
that its start mg-point was about fifteen degrees 
above the horizon, ten degrees south of east, ter- 
minating about fifteen degrees above the hori- 
zon, and ten degrees north of west.

The North Atlantic Telegraph. 

The Illustrated London News, ot July 7th, 
published a map of the proposed route of the 
North Atlantic Telegraph. 

What is called the “retardation” of the elec- 
tric current, is believed to have oonsed the fail- 
ure of the Atlantic cable in August and Septem- 
ber, 1858. Iu one-third of a second an impres- 
sion can be conveyed 500 mileo. To convey it 
1,000 miles would require a whole second of 
time, and it takes nine seconds to convey the 
electric fluid through a perfectly insulated line 
of 2,000 miles. In this ease, the wire becomes 
so charged with electricity that it requires al- 
most some mechanical force to remove it. Until 
science takes a forward step by new discoveries, 
or by the production of iustruincntsof adequate 
delicacy a mi exact nest, It is hopeless to expect that 
an uninterrupted line of sub-Atlantic telegraph 
from the Old World to the New can succeed. 

Mr. Tal. P. Shaffner, an experienced practical 
telegraphist, connected with telegraphs iu this 
country ever since Mr. Morse’s invention was 
applied here, lias mature*! the plan fur a North 
Atlantic Telegraph, of which he and others have 
sangui uc hope. To prevent “retardation^” he 
wishes 10 break, by dividing the passage of the 
current of electricity. lie will employ 1,725 
miles of submarine cable, but the greatest 
length will be Only 600 miles. Starting from 
the North of Scotland, he proposes that the line 
shall pass toTliorehaven, elite!' town ofStramoc, 
the must central of the Faroe Islands. Theucc 
from Nesteriuonshavcn, another port in Stramoe, 
to Portland, a seaport in the south of Iceland, 
and from that place to Reijkiavik, the capital of 
Iceland. It will then run southwesterly to a 
point ou tho south coast of Greenland, south of 
latitude 61 degrees north. The line will run 
across to the west coast of Greenland, aud then 
again 1 lid under water to Hamilton’s Inlet, on 
the southeast coast of Labrador, where the con- j 
nection may be made so as to use the telegraph 
in the New World.

Illoody Murrain. 

Bloody murrain has been unusually prevalent 
iu some parts of Ohio the present season, and, 
iu many instances, proved latal. This has pro- 
voked discussion in the agricultural aud the 
country newspapers, aud a number of very dif- 
ferent reasons have been assigned as to the 
cause of the disease. Oue is, the imbibing of 
leeches with the water taken by cattle at still 
ponds. This idea seemed for a time to meet 
with a great deal of favor— but, after examina- 
tion, being controverted by some of the oldest 
and most intelligent and experienced cattlc- 
Uecdcrs iu the State, has measureably fallen iu- 
to discredit. Joseph Sullivant, of Franklin 
county, whose memory runs back to a very early 
period in the settlement of the Scioto Valley, 
and whose opportunities for observation have 
been of the very best from boyhood up, assigns 
malaria as the cause of the disease. In a com- 
munication to the Cultivator, he states that 
w hen he was a boy murrain w as not uncommon 
ou either Iris father’s farm or on the farms of 
neighboring 6toek raisers, but that he knew of 
no eases except in those places where agues and 
billious fevers were prevailing at the same time. 

When lie himself came iuto the pOFBtssiouof 
the farm, and worked it, he lost a number of cat- 
tle by the bloody murrain, and having made 
somcjjotff mortem examinations, satisfied himself 
that the disease was act c dysentery, soon- run- 
ning into iuilairnriaon and softening of the 
large bowels— sometimes affecting the smaller 
intestfu- Upon this bubject Mr. Sullivant

pastured in tho low, wet, hut very rich swale, 
each side of the swampy branch you cross go- 
ing to Green Lawn Cemetery. With fut cattle, 

I believe a very short exposure to the influences 
generated in such localities will produce this 
disease. 

Among facts which lie mentions, as confirma- 
tory of his view, is this one : 

My neighbor, at the time 1 speak of, was Jerry 
Miner, mio, sometime in August or September, 
brought a lot of grass fat cattle from his farm iu 
Madison county to the Scioto farm for the pur- 
pose of etall feeding. They were pastured iu 
the low, wet swale adjoiuiug the Sulpur Spring; 
iu about two weeks they began to die of mur- 
rain, until he lost several hundred dollars worth 
of the fattest cattle. 

Hearing of his losses, I w ent to see him, and 
gave him my experience and views as to the dis- 
casc — that it was miasmatic, or from the same 
cause producing fevers aud dysenteries in the 
human subject. I told him also of my treatment, 
but advised him to remove at once his cattle to a 
higher and healthier pasture; this he did and lost 
no mon cattle, or rather but one more. Whether 
Mr. M incr gave any of tiie medicine to his cattle 
that 1 recommended to him I cannot say; if he 
did not , then a simple removal to a different pas- 
ture cheeked the disease and effected a cure, for 
when I saw them some were still affected as was 
manifest from their bloody urine. 

Mr. Sullivant ’8 remedy, which lie says “will 
cure many cases if given iu time,”isas fellows : 
“Calomel in doses of from one-quarter to three- 
quarters of an ounce, with a proportionate quan- 
tity of powdered opium, to be giver iu such quau- 
tatics as to produce an alterative rather than a 
purgative effect; aud to be followed by a mixture 
made by thick mucilage of gum arabic and cas- 
tor oil, to which is added equal parts each of 
spirits of turpentine and balsam-copaiva, with 
laudauum occasionally added, according to cir- 
cumstances.” A prescription which would have 
been more useful, had it been more specific. 

For the same disease, George F. Beery, who 
says he can’t write “scientific,” as he is simply 
a “Dutch farmer,” gives the subjoined prescrip- 
tion, which may favorably strike that class of 
persons who administer raw mackerel iu halves, 
bones aud all, for hollow-horn in milch-cows, 
“with surprising effects.” Mr. B. says : 

I will give you a receipt for the bloody murrain 
that has provedasnre cure iu my neighborhood, 
in four eases. Oue man bad a yokeoi cattle that 
both took the complaint 60 bad that they were 
dowi», and in half a day lie had them on their 
f eet; and another man had a cow that was down, 
and my brother went and told him the cure and 
got her up in two or three days. 1 had a cow 
myself— used the same, and she got well right 
off, and now I am satisfied that it is a certain 
• cure : 

W lien your cattle get the bloody murrian, take 
for an old cow, ox, or bull, about three pounds of 
fat bacon, cut in chunks, so that you can get it 
back iu their throat, and they will swallow it 
freely; also rub their back aud belly with whis- 
ky. l b i s has proved eff ectual in lour cases in 
my neighborhood. 

Old J. O’B. Rcnick, a safe teacher iu these 
premia : , gives a prescription very similar to 
Mr. 8uliivaut’s, and scouts at the idea of bloody 
murrain beirig caused by leeches. His preven- 
tive of the disease Is an excellent one. “Clear 
up and drain your farm,” he says, and thus de- 
stroy its malarious spots.

The Cause ol the Apple Trees Having 
the Rust* 

Editors Louisville Courier: Allow me the 
privilege, t hrough the medium of your exellcut 
and w idely circulated paper, to call the atten- 
tion of the farmers and those engaged iu the 
fruit business, to a subject iu which they are all, 
more or less, interested: 

For the last ten or fifteen years, the apple 
crop, throughout JeflTerson valley, to my certain 
knowledge, has been an entire lailurc. Those 
trees that used to yield the most, finest, and be*t 
keeping apples, have become worthless, and iu 
consequence a number of orchards have been 
cut down aud burnt; and nearly all tho farmers 
in this vicinity, who have large orchards, speak 
of doing the same tiling, us they have no hopes 
of then ever doing any more good. Of late 
years our orchards do uot yield enough of ap- 
ples for our own use. 

Why we do not have as many apples now, as 
we used to have many years ago, is known, I pre- 
sume, to every one. It is because the trees are 
afflicted w ith what is called the “rust.” Why 
they have tiie “rust” is not so universally 
known, nor so apparent to the careless observer; 
but it is known, however, as cert aiuly as any- 
thing can be known. After many observations 
and experiments, its cause has been demon- 
strated beyond the possibility of a doubt, and 
by laying the facts which have come under my 
observation before all concerned, and thus call- 
ing their attention to the subject, 1 hope in a 
few years to sec the trees free of “rust,” aud 
full of Hue fruit, as they used to be before they 
were attacked by it — to remove its cause is oue 
of the easiest tilings imaginable. The owner of 
the first orchard that had the rust iu this neigh- 
borhood discovered, after observing very 
closely for two or three years, that it was the 
common cedar trees. 

There were a great many common cedars 
about his farm, all of which were lull of “bulls,” 
or “apples,” as they are most usually called, 
but, which, in fact, arc a kiud of excrescence 
growing out of the limbs, lie observed, as 
every one else has done since, who has any com- 
mon cedars about his place, that these excres- 
cences or “bail*,” a* they are generally called, 
were full of small sprout?, of a tough, elastic 
nature, and that when it rained tficsc little 
sprouts swelled loan enormous size, when com- 
pared to their original bulk, turuiug at the same 
lime very red, aud resembling in substance very 
thick jelly, lie observed, that when the rain 
ceased they contracted to their natural size, 
leaving On the outside a coat 61 flue, red dust, 
whi -h when blown off by the wind ou to the 
leaves ofthe apple trees, turned them red, or 



prices in England, the cheese must be good and 
arrive in good condition. That you may fully 
understand what kind of cheese aud packing 
are required for the English market, I beg leave 
to offer some suggestions iu regard to the manu- 
facture and manner of shipping. It is uot so 
much to communicate anything new, as to the 
manufacture of cheese, that I address you, as it 
is to impress you with the importance ofatteud- 
ingtothe old aud w'ell-knowu rules like the fol- 
lowing : 

“Take great care to keep the milk cool and 
sweet; deprive it of all animal heat before com- 
mencing the manufacture. Avoidalluse of the 
skimmer. Color the milk slightly withaunatto, 
to give it a rich, creamy look. Do not preserve 
or use the curd of the rennett, os it gives the 
cheese a bad flavor; it is most objectionable. Be 
sure your salt is pure, and free from ull lime or 
other impurities, otherwise your cheese may be 
discolored, or greatly deteriorated in value; for 
the same reason, 6ee that no paint gets off' from 
your tub or vat. Do not fail to use sufficient 
salt to preserve the cheese under any and all 
circumstances, but avoid a dry and mealy cheese 
by overtoiling. Scald evenly and thoroughly. — 
Work the curd well in the tub. Get out all* the 
whey; use a strong press. Above all things, do 
not make slack salted, slack scalded, soft and 
mushy cheese, neither porous or spungy; have 
them well cured, rich, firm but mellow, mild and 
clean flavored, w ith a smooth, bright, handsome 
exterior, aud then you have the perfection of 
good cheese. 

It has been the practice of dairymen to sell 
their cheese monthly to merchants, with no 
further thought than their pay. Such should uot 
be the case. Make your cheese occording to these 
directions, and you need have uo fear about a 
good price. Take care of the cheese yourselves, 
and you will be paid for it. Sell your cheese on 
their merits; aud whether the cheese goes South 
or to England, you will hear uo grumbling 
about poor cheese. Then sec that your boxes 
arc made good aud strong, auil the cheese packed 
so that the tares can easily be tested. 

Hog Cholera Cure. 

J. T. Warder, of Springfield, Ohio, seeing the 
offer of a premium by the State of Kentucky 
for the cure of hog cholera, sends the follow ing 
to the Par!? Ofttitti : 

I sec your State has offered a reward for some 
positive cure for hog cholera, w ith a description 
of the disease, cause, etc. I have had some ex- 
perience with this disease, and the results of my 
efforts are at the disposal of any who will try 
the same, and if successful or otherwise will re- 
port for the benefit of others. 

Iu 1858, 1 had the disease break out among a 
lot of hogs, eighty rods or more from any high- 
way, and without contact with any other stock, 
iu the most virulent and excited form, nearly 
half of oue hundred aud twenty heavy hogsbe- 
\iug affected within two days of its first appear- 
jance, ami some twenty Lead bad died before I 
was led to try an experiment from a suggestion 
niad^ by a phv«ician iu a Cincinnati paper, to try 
alum. This I made iuto a very strung solution, 
and with a slip noose on the end of a rope to put 
iu the mouth, by which I could steady the head, 
and with the aid of a horn with the small cud 
sawed off', I drenched each hog with one pint of 
the solution. 

My success was, that out of twenty-three hogs 
biuliv attacked, many in the last stages, even 
bleeding at the uosoaud the skin blotched, I 

saved all bat live head, and only two of them 
had a return of the disease. 1 also fed about 
one pound of the alum each day, to the lot, 
mixed in meal, for two weeks, from wliichlhcro 
were 110 further symptoms.

began to have “balls” on them. Iu order 
allot the correctness of his conclusion 
he uul iris cedars down, and to his great de- 
light %Uie result was as he expected. His 
orchard following year was free from the 
“rust,” grein, healthy, aud as full of flue fruit 
as it ever was,, while those of his neighbors that 
were near common cedars were as much affected 
by the rust as ever, and almost bare of fruit. 

IUs example has been followed by others, and 
the consequences were, iu every instauce, the 
same. One gentleman who cut his cedars 
down has never been bcuefltted very mud) by 
doing so, as his orchard is as near to oue of his 
neighbor’s yards, which is full of cedars, ns it is 
to liis own. It furnished him, however, with 
indubitable proof as to the cause of the rust. 
There were three Pryor’s Red in his yard near 
the cedars, and they were always affected more 
by the rust, aud sooner than those in the or- 
chard, which were much farther off'. The year 
after the cedars were destroyed they became 
green, healthy, free from the fust, and were full 
of fine apples, and have never been very se- 
riously affected by the rust since, while that 
part of his orchard which is near the cedars in 
his neighbor’s yard is as much affected as ever, 
and never yields any fruit of any consequeuce. 

I have taken the pains to visit a great many 
orchards, and I have invariably observed that 
there is no rust where there are no cedars, and 
that those that have the rust have it worse on 
that side nearest the cedars, and least on that 
part farthest from them. 

All that is necessary for us to do, in order to 
have an abuudance of fine fruit, is to destroy ull 
the common cedars that arc in the. country.

Tun Dorking Fowl. — T his justly celebrated 
breed of fowls is of veryaucient origin, having 
been recorded in some ancient poultry books 
more than two thousaud years ago. They are 
remarkable as having five toes oit their feet. — 
This breed is liable to degenerate if bred in-aud- 
In too closely, and the male bird should be chang- 
ed every year, if it is desired to keep up the 
stock to perfection. They have been imported 
to this country and much used to cross with, 
and improve our common barn-yard fowl; but it 
is yet rare to meet with a Dorking on the farms 
in this country, of pure and uncontainiuated 
blood. For general purposes, we think this 
breed the best of the whole poultry tribe; aud 
they are also hardy, and able to stand our cold 
winters.— [Genesee Farmer. 

Tub Crops. — The continued dry weather has 
very materially interfered with the farmers’ 
prospects in this vicinity. Corn and tobacco 
arc severely suffering for want of rain, and al- 
though we have had partial showers, these crops 
w ill fail off heavily from their promise of two 
weeks since, unless wo have a general rain 
throughout thisregiou of country.— [Clarksville 
Jeffersonian, July 31. 

‘During the past week there has been an 
unusual demand for harvest hands, and hun- 
dreds could have becu employed to advantage 
by the farmers. The price at which hands have 
generally been engaged is $1,50 a day, although 
many have offered $2,50, and could find no 
takers.
